In other words, as one paper puts it, while eighty-two cents of every 
collar collected from the tax payer is devoted to war Purposes, only eighteen 
spent oy the Government for the purposes of peace, agricultural 
research, erection of publie buildings, scientific investigation, the mainten- 
ance of diplomats abroad, the making and enforcing of laws, and all the 
multitudinous forms of ordinary civil functions added together. 

These figures would seem almost incredible even for a country in war- 

waged Europe, but stated officially by a member of the United States Gov- 
ernment as applying to that country enjoying such a large measure of isola- 
ion from the entanglements forced on many European nations, and itself 
actically immune from attack, the facts and the thoughts to which they 
rise are appalling. 
Faced with such a situation it is small wonder that the masses of the 
people of the world are crying desperately for international agreements and 
war, and that the more far-seeing statesmen in all

The state of the School Lands 
Funds of the various provinces built 
up from the sales of the past is a mat- 
ter of importance. I'rom the time 
these funds were established all 
moneys obtained from the sales of 
school lands, less the bare costs of 
administration, have been placed to 
the credit of the provinces concerned. 
Up to the close of the fiscal year 1926 
27, the balance standing to the credit 
of the School Lands Fund of each pro- 
vince was as follows: Manitoba, $5,- 
844,371; Saskatchewan, $14,833,450; 
Alberta, $7,766,838. These figures 
were considerably augmented as a re- 
sult of the 1927 sates, 

The Dominion government allows 
interest on these funds at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum and for tho 
fiscal year 1926-27, the following sums 


represent the interest paid to the 
provinces for the upkeep of their 
schools: Manitoba, $291,150; Sas- 


katchewan, $717,875; Alberta, $376.- 
450. In addition to current interest 
payments on debentures, the amounts 
received by the provinces during the 
same year included revenue payments 
in respect of interest on deferred pay- 
ments, and leases, permits and fees 
for cultivation, grazing, timber. hay, 
etc., to the following amounts: Mani- 


toba, $17,099.20; Saskatchewan, $386,- | 


740.72; Alberta, $266,190.18.

| NAVIGATION IN THE YUKON 


‘Ships Helped Over Five Finger 


Rapids By Cable 

The Yukon River is navigable for 
large steamers from its mouth to 
Whitehorse, Yukon Territory, Canada, 
/& distance of about 2,000 miles. The 
‘only obstruction to navigation which 
sleamers cannot overcome with their 
own power at all stages of water is at 
the Five Fingers Rapids, so-called 
from five rocks which stand up out of 
the water like the finger tips of some 
giant hand. 

No difficulty is experienced at these 
rapids during the greater part of the 
season, but at the period of extreme 
high water the fall at one point is just 

| sufficient to lift the big stern wheel of 

an upward-bound steamer for a few 
seconds out of the water, That brief 
space of time is sufficient for a ship 
to lose headway and be carried down 
stream, To overcome this, when steam 
navigation was first undertaken on 
the river an improvement was made 
by which a steel cable was attached 
to suitable ringbolts in rocks above 
and below the rapids, and the cable 
itself allowed to lie slack in the water. 
when steamers bound up stream 
reach the foot of the rapids the cable 
is taken on board and locped around 
a steam-driven capstan. As fast as the 
steamer pulls herself up river the 
slack or lower end of the cable is 
paid out overside into the water again. 
Once the critical point in the rapids 
jis passed the cable is cast off into the 
river bed, where it is immediately 
available for the next steamer bound 
up stream,

| and, thanks to modern transportation 
| and refrigeration a great variety of 

fruits and vegetables, either -not 
| grown in Canada or of which domes-

out the year, are brought to our doors 
in unending processioni.

rope How To Maintain Her 
Forest Wealth 


Products of our forests are not only 
the greatest basis of the industries of 
this country, but furnish the largest 
value of our exports, 

Hon. Mr. Finlayson, Ontario Minis- 
| ter of Lands and Forests, only reiter- 
ates a note of alarm which has been 
sounded by all competent observers 
when he proclaimed that our forests 
| are within measurable distance of ex- 

tinction if the present rate of con- 
|Sumption goes on without greater 
care of the forests, and endeavor at 
replanting. 

And the present rate of consump- 
tion is certain to increase in any case. 

But no need exists to let the for- 
ests disappear. In Germany, at least, 
and in a less degree’ in other Euro- 


/pean countries, wise legislation and 


care have maintained the forest 
| wealth despite a great annual call up- 
|on it for industry and domestic use. 

| This country can profit, if it will, 
|from the experience of these older 
| countries, It is not merely that a vast 
}industrial wealth will disappear in 
| Canada if the forests disappear, but 
|that the vanishing of the forests must 
lcertainly be followed by agricultural 
| loss and deterioration in climate. The 
case should be taken in hand drastic- 
jally by our governmenis, Mr. Finlay- 
| son says that the Ontario Govern- 
j}ment is going to do its share. He 
| promises drastic changes in the pres- 
| ent Government effort to regulate for- 
| est consumption. Public opinion ought 
to back up the Government in all such

CANADIAN PLACE-NAMES 
His Activities In Various Parts 
Of Dominion Are Commeni- 
orated 
Perhaps no figure in Canaaian iis- 
tory is more widely cominemorated in 
the place-nomenclature of the Domin 
ion than Thomas Douglas, oth Baron 
Daer and Shorteleugh and Tarl of 
Selkirk in the peerage of Scotland 
The name of the Scottish peer, who 
controlled the Hudson's Bay Company 


‘and colonized in three provinces, is 


preserved in the four quacters of the 
Dominion. In Prince Edward Island, 
in the east, Selkirk settlement and 
Selkirk point mark where he person- 
ally established 800 Highland settlers 
in 1803. In the west, Selkirk water has 
been shown on charts since 1846 as 
the name of a portion of Victoria har- 
bor, Vancouver Island, In the north, 
Arctic explorers have bestowed the 
Earl's name on several places includ- 
ing Selkirk, a bay in Melville penin- 
sula; and Selkirk, a cape on Boothia 
peinsula. In the south, in Kent county, 
Ontario, Baldoon, named aiter one of 
the Selkirk estates in Wigtownshire, 
Scotland, is a memorial of the small 
colony, established there in 1803, with 
which the Eari was associated, In 
Manitoba, the town of Selkirk and 
Selkirk Island, Lake Winnipeg, and 
Point Douglas, a district of the city of 
Winnipeg recall the settlement in the 
ted River Valley by Lord Selkirk in 
1812 of the first body of colonists in 
the Northwest.

ENGINES AND MOTOR CARS 


Former Has Greater Drawing 
Power But Latter Greater 
Speed 
A remarkable feat has just been 


performed by the Hon, Vincent Bruce 
and his wife, driving alternately “to 


break the world’s record for 15,000 
miles. 
Using «a British-made car, they 


across France and around a 
speedway the whole 15,000 miles at an 
average of over 68 miles an hour, and 
but for the fact that they had to stop 
twenty-one hours, owing to a mishap, 
they would haye averaged over 90 


drove 


miles an hour, this being their actual 


running speed, They broke the exist- 
ing record by forty-eight hours, not- 
withstanding that the attempt was 
made in wintry weather and on one 
occasion they had a bad skid when 
going at 80 miles an hour, 

During that time the piston tra- 
yelled 27,000 piston miles; the engine 
made 35,318,250 revolutions; the mag- 
neto revolved 53,000,000 times, and 
supplied 106,000,000 sparks. 

Greatly as the steam engine has 
improved, it has never approached, 
and probably never will, the standard 
of running 15,000 miles at an average 
of 80 miles an hour within a limited 
time. On the other hand, the gasoline 


car never has approached, and pro-, 


bably never will, the hauling power 
of the railway engine. 

But the day may come when the 
ingenuity of man will succeed in com- 
bining the principal features of these 
two methods of transport. 1f it does, 
travel will be more revolutionized 
than it was when the horse first had 
a rival. Then again, when these prin- 
ciples are applied to the air, the limits 
of speed and power will have been 
reached, so far as present imagina- 
tion can envision, unless it be that 
humanity and = merchandise are 
“broadcast.”

Most Accidents Happen When 
| People Are Off Duty

g | Railroad Company has a relief benefit 
| system and the annual report of this 


service is gratifying to the corpora- 
jtion. It shows that accidents are de- 
| creasing, as, While in 1906, 60 per 
cent. of relief benefits paid were on 
account of accidents, only 389 per 
}eent, of the payments last year were 
'so made. 

On the other hand deaths due to 
accidents while off duty greatly in- 
/ereased in the same period. Last year 
there were sixteen, over three times 
fas many as in 1906. The additional 
information is given that of the six- 
teen deaths ten were due to automo- 
bile accidents. One gathers from these 
statistics that employees accustomed 
to the management of railway trains, 
the operation of whieh are most care- 
fully safeguarded, find themselves at 
the mercy of motor vehicles which are 
operated by pretty nearly every per- 
son who can secure even temporary 
possession of one. 

We find ourselves greatly impressed 
by the steady increase in the number 
of fatalities occurring to the employ- 
}ees who are off duty, who are striving 
}to enjoy the leisure which is right- 
fully theirs, but it shows that leisure 
is a deal more dangerous than work 
junless the employment is especially 
fraught with danger. If proof is re- 
quired of this it may be found by ex- 
amining any issue of a daily paper 
for any Monday following a clear 
| Sunday in summer, or the issue for 
July 5, or that for the day after Labor 
Day.

ing its cause and discovering a cure. 
At first thought the cursory reader 
may be inclined to ridicule the pro- 
posal as something akin to employing 


a steam hammer to crack a peanut, 


more especially when he learns that 
this major offensive will be financed 


by a $195,000 gift from the Chemical 
Foundation, its President, Mr. Ivran- | 
cis P. Garvan, having” always been) 


deeply interested in .chemistry as a 
weapon in the war on disease, 3ut 
when it is remembered that 
“minor” respiratory ailments, because 
of the working days thus lost to in- 
dustry, result in a heavier economic 
handicap than any other single var- 
jiety of disability, the reason for the 
campaign becomes plainly obvious. 
Surveys of the United States Public 
Health Service reveal that colds year- 
ly disable four in every ten men and 
seven in every ten women- a direct 
loss to industry of 1.4 days a year 
for each man on the payroll and 2.1 
per annum in every ten women, This 
does not include the loss due to the 
lowered efficiency of those who refuse 
to give in and bungle through their 
jobs. This has never been computed, 
but cannot be other than heavy. 
Despite the fact that every doctor 
handles more cases of colds than of 
any other disease, and despite the tri- 
bute it exacts from industry, not to 
peak of the inconvenience and dan- 
yer to which every sufferer is exposed, 
little or nothing ise konwn of their 
cause or cure, Johns Hopkins investi- 
gators declare that they will virtually 
have to start at scratch or zero, The 
common cold occupies the field com- 
pletely, hurling defiance at all comers. 
Like the weather, closely associated 
with cold, every one talks of it but 
does nothing. Possibly one of the rea- 
sons, or the main reason, for the lack 
of real knowledge concerning colds, 
is the plurality of the term and the 
many fancy names given its various 
manifestations, referring rather to 
the place in the patient’s anatomy 
‘where he feels worst, than to the 
xature of a cold. Among the most im- 
portant of the divisions the cam- 
paign will be carried on in the Johns 
\}Iopkins hospital with the definite ob- 
ject of fixing the exact symptoms of 
the common cold, with particular at- 
tention to the bodily organs affected. 
! Another division of the research will 
‘examine the problem of how colds are 
spread. By the time the exhaustive in- 
vestigation is completed, much more 
knowledge than now exists will have

CANADIAN AVIATION 
LEAGUE ORGANIZED 


Promotion Of Aeronautics In 
Every Way Is Objective 

The Aviation League of Canada was 
the name decided upon when 50 dele- 
gates from all parts of Canada, in- 
cluding representatives from McGill 
and Toronto University and some of 
the Dominion’s most famous airmen, 
met under the leadership of Major- 
General J. 11, MaecBrien to form a Do- 
minion-wide organization, 

Representatives were present from 
commercial, aircraft manufacturing 
‘companies and men prominent in oth- 
er lines of activities. The meeting en 
dorsed government action to provide 
jthis country with an adequate defen- 
sive air force. 

Speakers were strongly !n favor of 
the encouragement of Caandian air- 
craft industries, and it was felt that 
in 25 years the Dominion would be in- 
dependent in this regard. A motion to 
affiliate with the Air League of the 
British Empire will be taken up later. 

The following aims and objects of 
the league were adopted: 

To ensure the fullest development 
and commercial aviation in 
Canada; to encourage establishment 
of the aircraft manufacturing indus- 
try in Canada; to encourage research, 
experiment and education in science 
of aeronautics. To support the re- 
quirements of defence and to secure 
Canadian and other British interests 
in aviation and to he entirely indepen- 
dent of all political parties, 

It was decided that for the present 
headquarters shall be in Ottawa, with 
branches all over Canada.
